In setting forth the rejection of claim 1 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 - 12 of US 
Patent No. 6,219,331 and over claims 1 - 4 of US Patent No. 6.542,448, the 
Examiner recognizes that the alleged conflicting claims are not identical and that 
such rejection can be overcome by the filing of a terminal disclaimer.
